was dropping,

Johnson's popularity is drop- 
ping, too, sharply. 


Two recent polls showed that 


among 
Democrats, 
Kennedy's 


brother, Sen. Robert F. Kenne- 
dy of New York, was the choice 
for president over Johnson In 
1968; voters now, by only 51 to 
49 per cent, prefer Johnson over 
Michigan's'' 
Republican" 
G6v". 


George Ronmey for president In 
1968. 


President Kennedy's populari- 


ty dwindled in 1963, the pollsters 
said, because he was pushing 
civil rights too hard. Johnson 
pushed them harder and more 
successfully. 
Retting two bills 


through 
Congress. 
He 
was 


blocked on a third this week. 


His performance in this field 


hurt him in the polls but there 
were other complaints: his han- 
dling of various problems, like 
the war in Viet Narn, the anti- 
poverty program, the economy, 
and so on. 


Cab Driver 
Gives Police 
Slaying Lead

KENILWORTH, 111. (AP) - 


uithorltles 
Investigating the 


slaying of Valerie Percy dis- 
closed today a possible lead vol« 
unteered by a Chicago cab driv- 
er. 


Police said the driver, Leo 


Yancey, 44, told them a fare in 
his cab Sunday morning resem- 
bled a man In a published pic- 
ture of a suspect sought for an 
attack on a young woman In 
Evanston. The man In the pic- 
ture also Is regarded by author- 
ities as a possible suspect In the 
Percy case. 


Valerie, 21, daughter of Re- 


publican leader Charles H. Per- 
cy, was found stabbed and beat- 
en to death in the bedroom of 
the family home in Kenllworth 
Sunday morning. Evanston, like 
Kenllworth, Is a North Shore 
suburb of Chicago. 


Yancey told police he drove 


the 
man to Glencoe, also a 


North Shore suburb. Details of 
the 
cab driver's 
statement, 


along with his name and ad- 
dress, were sent to Capt. Mau- 
rice Hlgglns, head of the state's 
attorney's corps of Investigat- 
ors. 


Konilworth police, who are 


coordinating the murder Inves- 
tigation, planned to drag Lake 
Michigan near the Percy home 
today to find 
possible 
clues, 


Chief Robert Daley said his men 
would use the Kenllworth police 
boat and would be aided by the 
Coast Guard. 


Meanwhile, a threat to mur- 


der Percy and other top Repub- 
licans came to light as Inves- 
tigators pressed their hunt for 
the killer. 


The existence of the letter 


containing the threat to Percy 
and other politicians was re- 
vealed by Illinois State Sen. W. 
Russell Arrlngton of Evanston, 
Republican leader of the Senate. 


The letter, mailed in May, 


threatened Percy and other po- 
litical figures with a "one-way 
ride."

Yankees but this is the wildest 
Celebration I ever saw," said 
Manager Hank Bauer. 


"But this one means more to 


me than the others because I 
was manager." 


After Russ Snyder made a 


diving catch in left center field 
for the final out Thursday as 
Jim Palmer beat Kansas City 6- 
1, the Orioles trooped into the 
clubhouse and the party was 
under way. 


Corks on champagne bottles 


began popping amid screams 
and shouts. 
. . 


Everyone within sight, includ- 


ing Oriole Board Chairman Jer- 
old C. Hoffberger, was either 
thrown Into the showers or 
doused with champagne, beer, 
shaving cream, milk, pickles, 
mustard or a variety of other 
food set out on a table In the 
clubhouse. 


Perhaps the happiest of all 


was slugger Frank Robinson, 
who was obtained In a trade 
with the Cincinnati Reds last 
December and probably nailed 
down the Most Valuable Player 
award while leading the Orioles 
to the Cag. 


Robinson already has earned 


the unofficial MVP award for 
helping restore order aboard the 
team's bus and later on the 
charter plane, settling several 
disputes. 


"It's nice to be wanted," Rob- 


inson kept repeating. The out- 
fielder had said frequently dur- 
ing the season that he didn't 
understand why Cincinnati Gen- 
eral Manager Bill DeWltt had 
traded him away. 


"I'll tell you one thing," Rob- 


inson said, "it's better being on 
top than in sixth place''- refer- 
ring to the current standing of 
the Reds. 


Hoffberger, in a rare display 


ol effrontery, called DeWitt in 
Cincinnati at the height of the 
celebration, 
" "Years ago when I saw you at 
i baseball meeting." Hoffberger 
said. "I knew you were eolne to 
help me. . .and you did. I real- 
ly want to thank you and I ap- 
preciate everything you've done 
for us." 
" "Ask him if he has any more 
players like Robinson," Bauer 
said. 


Curt Blefary, a 23-year-old 


outfielder In his second major 
league season, perhaps had the 
explanation.

said. "We've been tense despite

for 
Dick Green's ninth-inning 


line drive—and speared the Ori- 
oles' 
first American League 


pennant. 


Snyder's catch completed a 


6-1 triumph over the Athletics, 
mathematically buried the Ti- 
gers and made Baltimore a ma- 
jor league title town for the first 
time since 1896, when the old 
Orioles of Ned Hanlon, Wilbert 
Robinson 
and 
John 
McGraw 


captured the last of their three 
National League flags. 


The champagne was still flow- 


ing in the Baltimore clubhouse 
when Detroit won its nightcap 
against the Angels 7-0, finishing 
the day 10 lengths off the pace— 
with nowhere to go in its re- 
maining nine games. 


After 


dumped 
Board 
Chairman 
Jerold 
C. 


Hoffberger into the shower, the 
44-year-old pilot sat back and 
surveyed the post-game chaos. 
"We did the same thing at New 
York when we won pennants," 
the former Yankee outfielder 
said. "But this means more to 
me than it ever did before." 


"I got cold chills when there 


were two out in the ninth," said 
Brooks Robinson, the Orioles' 
All-Star third baseman. "I just 
didn't believe we were finally 
going to win it." 


Frank Robinson, whose per- 


sonal assault on the Triple 
Crown—batting, home run and 
runs batted in titles—in his first 
AL campaign led the Orioles' 
pennant 
charge, 
proclaimed: 


"This is the first real cham- 
pagne 
I 
ever 
had 
with 
a 


winner." 


He was needling the Cincin- 


nati Reds, who dealt him to Bal- 
timore last winter in a contro- 
versial trade for pitcher Milt 
Pappas. Frank had powered the 
Reds to a National League pen- 
nant in 1961. 


While the Orioles 
secured 


their World Series berth, the 
Yankees bowed to Chicago 4-1 
before 413 foul-weather fans and 
slipped further into the league 
basement. The crowd was the 
smallest in the majors this sea- 
son and the smallest on record 
for a Yankee Stadium game.3 


The Boston-Washington dou- 


bleheader, only other action on 
the AL schedule, was rained 
out. 


Atlanta 
drubbed 
Pittsburgh 


14-1 and Chicago whipped Cin- 
cinnati 7-2 in National League 
play. 


Frank Robinson drilled two 


doubles and a single, driving in 
two runs and pacing the Orioles' 
12-hit attack against loser Lew 
gkrausse and four successors. 
The three hits boosted Frank's 
league-leading average to .316. 
He also leads in homers, with 
49, and RBI, with 120. 


Jim Palmer, Baltimore's win- 


ningest pitcher, checked the A's 
on five hits for his 15th victory— 
and first complete game since 
July 22. 


Johnny Podres tossed a five- 


hitter and knocked in two runs 
with an eighth-inning double, 
helping the Tigers gain a dou- 
bleheader split after rookie Jay 
Johnstone had sparked the An-

sides." 


All around McMahon and the 


men of D Company were sol- 
diers of the North Vietnamese 
324B Division. 


For 
McMahon, who comes 


from Oceanside, Long Island, 
N.Y., the encirclement last Fri- 
day morning began a three-day 
nightmare of trying to get his 
wounded out and holding off the 
enemy. 


The North Vietnamese, using 


classic ambush tactics, had let 
D Company's two lead platoon, 
pass through a valley and then 
hit the third platoon. 


The third platoon, under with- 


ering fire from machine guns 
and small arms, took heavy 
casualties but managed to work 
its way to the top of the hill to 
join the other two platoons.
